Eastern States. 

Nkw Vokk, Sept. 23. — Rivers of rain 
have fallen through the middle and east- 
.Tii slates. The country is deluged and 
i!io damage is very great. 

Nkw Youk, Sept. 24.— The steamer 
l.opanto, C'lipt. Itodgcrs, arrived to-day 
Iroin Hull, England, and reports being 
111 colli.Hion on Sept. '_'l with ilie steamer 
Edam, which loundered. Oapt. Rodgers 
says, on Sept. 21 at 9 p. ni., steering west, 
the weather heeanio foggy. At 10:15 they 
came into collision with a steamer which 
dragged right acro.sa their bows, her pro- 
jieller going all the time. After getting 
clear the Lepanto stopped her engines; 
sounded compartments and found she 
was making no water. They quickly low- 
ered three uoata to give assistance to tlie 
other if needed, and at 11:30 boats of the 
Kd;ini, three in all, arrived alongside with 
passengers and crew, who were at once 
embarked. At 11:10 one of the Lepanto's 
nwri boats returned, bringing the chief 
otliccr of the Edam, quartermaster, stew- 
ard and two passengers. At 11:44 the 
boats returned and were hoisted up, as 
also two of the Edam's boats. An oxam- 
iiuuioiiof the compartment in collision 
discovered a large aperture and also bow- 
plates stove. 'I'hey immediately got two 
largo sails over the bows and also filled 
up the lower foropeaks with bags of saw- 
dust, planking, etc. Early on the morn- 
ing of the 22d a i)ilut boat was hailed and 
engaged for .?500 to accoiniiany the Lo- 
puuto into [lort, there now being on board 
125 persons. I'li-ssed soon through the 
wreck of tlic Edam, which seemed to 
blow up as she went down. 

Edfi.svii.i.F., Ky. , Seiit. 25. — .■^bout3:30 
o'clock this inoriiing, as the first of three 
special trains conveying tlio Sells Hrotli- 
era' show from Richmond, was coming 
around the curve 300 yards from Point 
Lick, the fourtli car from the engine 
jumped the tracli and rolled down the 
iMiibaiikniuiit , followed by the balance of 
the train in its rear, consisting of fifteen 
i^ars, loaded principally with the baggage 
iif the company, tableau wagons, tlie elec- 
tric light machine and a cage containing 
a tiger, and several attaches of the circus 
scjittcred along on the train. The de- 
.striiction to both lives and property was 
fearful. Three men were instantly killed, 
tiireo probably fatally wounded and seven 
or eight slightly wounded. Two of the 
killed were attaches of the circus, and 
the third, \Xm.

Wfiito VS. Chinoao Labor. 

There are those who have stoutly con- 
tended, and still contend, that certain in- 
dustries cannot bo successfully carried on 
in this country, indeed on this coast, 
without Chinese labor. We shall confine 
the present remarks to two — cigar-making 
and fish-canning. It has been broadly 
held that the cheaper labor and more 
nimble fingers of tlio Mongol are essen- 
tial to tho manufucture of cigars on the 
Pacific coast— that is, so as to compete 
successfully with other countrips. .Vcting 
under that conviction thi,sc embarking in 
cigar making in San Francisco onipluyed 
Chinese labor almost exclusively. But, 
as has been the case in boot and shoe 
making, in tailoring and other branches 
of industry in San Francisco, "John" has 
to a great extent advanced from the posi- 
tion of employee to that of ho.ss manu- 
facturer, and it is ail iiiuleniablo fact that 
Ihe great bulk of the cigars maiiufact iired 
in San Francisco to-day :iie not only 
inannipiihited by Mongolian linger.^, but 
are the product of Chinese estal)lisli- 
nients. Two or three years ago Rtr. 
John Kurtz embarked in the manufacture 
of cigars at Victoria, and he courageously 
inscribed "No Cliiiie.so Labor" on his 
trado-inai k. Friends donbieil. U i.se ones 
predicted failure. "\'ou cannot," said 
they, "compete with Chinese labor in Sau 
Francisco; much less can you hope to com- 
pete with Chinese labor in Victoria." But 
Mr. Kurtz was not to bo discouraged in 
this way. He had faith in white, freij 
labor, and he pressed mr.vard, adhering 
faithfully lo his vow that no slave or 
Mongolian labor sh,.)'.ild be applied to the 
production of his cigars. .And what has 
been the result .' The favorite cigar in 
British Columbia to-day is the Kurtu 
cigar.
